Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
process for reducing the water content (from an alcohol production process) of an 
azeotropic mixture of alcohol and water is unobvious over the prior art of record. 
Although the closest prior art of record (US Pat. 4,982,022) teaches a process for 
producing alcohols comprising subjecting an olefin (e.g., isobutene) to a hydration 
reaction with water, in the presence of a solid state olefin hydration catalyst, to form a 
reaction product including the corresponding alcohol followed by the simultaneous 
recovery of the said alcohol as a substantially anhydrous liquid, the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest producing an alcohol wherein an azeotropic mixture 
comprising a first alcohol and water is brought in to contact with an olefin feed stream to 
effect hydration of the olefin so as to produce a corresponding second alcohol before 
ultimately recovering a substantially anhydrous liquid alcohol mixture. All claims (1-15) 
are allowed.
